Maother-of-penar! fishing I= carried on
all over the Red Sea. from the north
down to the Golf of Aden, hut the best
fishing-gronnds ave in the nelghbor-
hood of Suakin, Massowsh and thoe
Farsan Islands.  The fishing flest con-
sistz of about three hundeed boals,
mostly belonging to tha Zobeitd Be-
douing, » tvibe inhabiting the const be
tween Jeddah and Yambo. About @y
belong to Jeddah, and others to other
focalities.  They are open boats, of
from eight to twonty tona burden, with
ane Iatesn sail. The srew varies from
pight to twelve niin.  There are two
different fishing seasous, one of four
and. the other of sight months, and
during these the hosls remain slmost
sonstantly st sea, except for a few
weoks. The crow, consisting in great
part of black slaves, receives twoe
thirds of the cateh, dednetions being
made for their food; the ownefs of the
boat keep the other thivd. Aceidenta
are seldom hessd of. and divers are
remarkable for their physical wvigor

and  rohust  health. They range
fn age between ten  and forty,
antd thw work sPems o do

them no harm. The fishing grounds
ars in the neighborhood of coral reefs,
where the boats are anchored; the di-
vers thon go out in small canves, spe-
cially imported from the Malabar const
for the purpose, and begin their work
all round. It is necessary that the sea
shofild be calm. otherwise the shells
oan not be seen.  For some vemrs past
the negroes have beon in the habit of
waing old tin canisters, with glass in
the hottom, to enable thewm to =pe hat-
ter.

The mother-of-panc
shells are sold ar public anction in
deddah in lots of about Afty pounds
Ten years ago all that came on the
market at Jeddah was ghippml off in
Arah vessels tw Suez, whenee it was
sentl to Cairo. where il wax sold. At
present the greater part is sent to
Trieste, the rest going to Havre and
Loundon. The largest and most perfect
and beautifnl shells are purchased hy
traders from Bethishem, who take
them home, and cut and sell them to
pilgrims. Jeddahshells are loss valned
in Enropa than those of Suakin and
Massowah, because of their yellow
tinge. In an ordinary lot of shells, as
pold in the market, nine per ocent. will
be large, twenty per cent. moedium
sized, twenty-five per ocent. =mmall
medium, fen per cent small, twenty-
two per cent. dead or eracked, and six
por cent. will consist of impurities and
coralloid marble. Some vears since a
